the affairs of the First State bank are 
too well known to the business inter- 
erts of Decatur and Wise county to 
need any introduction to our people 
at the hands of the Messenger.

president. Guinn Williams, was for a 
number of years at tile head of the 
Waggoner bank here, and during hi* 
service for that institution its busi­ 
ness almost doubled in volume.

At the suggestion of the Messenger 
Commissioner Tom St. Clair writes 
the following letter concerning the 
condition of the roads in this county : 
The recent rains have damaged our 
graded roads to such an extent that 
unless we have some repair work 
done on them before the spring rains 
set in, the work of the past two and 
three years will he lost. 
It is impos­ 
sible for the road gangs to get to 
them in time to save them. 
Now, the thing for us to do is to 
heed the call of the governor and 
give two days work on the roads. By 
concerted-action on the part of the 
people on the days set apart by the 
governor we can save our roads and 
thousands of dollars to \\ ise county. 
. We must have good roads, the pre­ 
sent civilization demand them, and 
if we have them the commissioners 
must have the help and co-operation 
of the people. 
W ith the money at 
the disposal of the commissioners’ 
court it is impossible for us to build 
and maintain our roads 
It makes 
no difference who you have for com­ 
missioners. 
People have been voting 
for men. hoping to find some man 
who could do the impossible thing, 
that is. watch after every detail of 
every mile of road. 
There are 126 
road overseers in my precinct, and if 
they would work the full five days 
required by law in maintaining and 
repairing the roads that we h a \e 
built, we would soon have a fine sys­ 
tem of road*. 
As long as we have 
nothing but dirt roads we will have 
to continually repair them, and the 
job is too big for any 
one man. 
Now, the thing I want to urge in 
this article is to get together and by 
one great effort repair all our roads. 
Let the merchant close his store, the 
blacksmith his shop, the farmer stop 


next fall a history making event in 
this section of the state is now going 
on and it be vigorously pushed until 
the last detail for the big show has 
been completed. 
Grounds will be 
purchased and the buildings erected 
in a short time. 
It is gratifying, in­ 
deed, and spells something big and 
grand for Decatur and Wise county 
to see the splendid enthusiasm of the 
people in this proposition of having 
a permanent fair association.

Ex-President Roosevelt Outlines 
Policy of a Square Deal. 


Theodore lioosevelt iii a recent a r­ 
ticle appearing in the “ Outlook, 
on “ The Living W age and the Liv­ 
ing Late," presents iii a very joree- 
ful manner, both sides of the rail­ 
road question. 
We have long heard 
many of our public officials discuss 
only one side— th a t of the people*— 
and it will he news to many who 
have been following the public dis­ 
cussions, to learn that there are real­ 
ly two sides to the question. 
The views of Mf. Roosevelt, who 
has been considered a radical iii 
railroad legislation, are especially in ­ 
teresting and instructive to d exas 
at this time when our transportation 
affairs are in an inflammatory con­ 
dition. 
The ex-president said 
in 
p a rt: 
- I t must be a cardinal principle 
in dealing with honestlv-built an d 
wisely-managed railways that the in- 
vestor, the shareholder, is just as 
much entitled to protection as is tile 
wage worker, the shipper or tile rep­ 
resentative of the general public. Un* 
Iss the investor finds that he is to get 
a fair return on his money, he will 
not invest, and in such case not only 
will no new railways be built, but 
existing railways will not be nob* to 
repair tile waste, the wear and tear 
to which they are subject, and will 
not be able to make needed improve­ 
ments.

London.—Queen Mary by reason of 
her unconquerable aversion to gain 
bling in any form by women has pre 
vented the establishm ent of a wom an’s 
club In London which, from a social 
point of view, by far would have out 
ranked any existing woman’s club in 
the city and which, in fact, would 
have been a kind of w om an’s Marlbor 
ough club. 
The Incident at the sam e time shows 
how, in spite of th e queen’s strong and 
constantly dem onstrated objection, the 
society women of England are equally 
determ ined not to be deprived of their 
big or little gambling. 
A plan was form ulated a short time 
ago to start a w om an’s club the m em ­ 
bership of which was to be restricted 
to past and present ladies of the van 
ous royal households in England. 
At 
first everything pointed to its im m e­ 
diate 
great 
success. 
Nearly 
every 
royal lady residing in England prom 
ised to join, and a strong body of la 
dies of the royal households inane 
diately came in 
Of course it was absolutely essen 
tial that such a club should have the 
support of the queen, as she is the 
head of tho select body from which 
the members were to la* selected 
Lady A cue ta Montague, the organiz­ 
ing secretary of the club, immediately 
Approached Queen Alary as soon as the 
successful establishment of the club 
was assured. 
A couple of weeks ago 
the queen wrote to Lady Agneta that 
she would join the club, but only on 
til,- conditions th a t there should be no 
.■aid room in it and that no male vis­ 
itors should be received. 
These conditions were made known, 
and two weeks sufficed to show that 
they rendered the formation of the 
club impossible, for of the ISO ladies 
who formed the original nucleus of 
the organisation 140 have now with 
draw n their names.

T he Mosaic law is searching. 
In 
andertaking to regulate a m an’s inner 
thought life It places itself higher than 
any system ever promulgated among 
men.

reason it is not on the statute books. 
Yet sooner or later the sin shows in 
outw ard act. 
The desire Is to possess 
a thing unlawfully by hook or crook 
somebody else’s property. 
Take out 
the principal words and see. 
“Thy 
neighbor’s * * • thy neighbor’s 
his • • * Ins * * • his * • * his 
thy neighbor’s” carries us back to 
the beginning of the river of sin at 
Eden. Eve sa w —she desired—she took! 
W hat a wholesome, neighborly world 
this would be lf we kept this com­ 
mandment.
